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“The invitation is to come 
unto Christ...the promise 
is that you may be 
perfected in Christ...” 


Moroni’s invitation to all of us in the last chapter of the Book of 
Mormon is worth careful study. He says, “Yea come unto Christ, 
and be perfected in him, and deny yourselves of all ungodliness; 
and if you shall deny yourselves of all ungodliness, and love God 
with all your might, mind and strength, then is his grace sufficient 
for you, that by his grace ye may be perfect in Christ; and if by the 
grace of God ye are perfect in Christ, ye can in nowise deny the 
power of God. And again, if ye by the grace of God are perfect in 
Christ, and deny not his power, then are ye sanctified in Christ by 
the grace of God, through the shedding of the blood of Christ, 
which is in the covenant of the Father unto the remission of your 
sins, that ye become holy without spot.” The invitation is to come 
unto Christ, deny yourselves of all ungodliness, and love God with 
all your might, mind and strength. The promise is that you may be 
perfect in Christ, be sanctified in Christ, have a remission of your 
sins, and become holy without spot. 


In John 17 we learn that by being one with Christ we may be 
made perfect. Verse 22 — 23 says, “ And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them; that they may be one, even as we are 
one: I in them, and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in 
one; and that the world may know that thou has sent me, and hast 
loved them, as thou hast loved me.” As we are one with Christ we 
are made perfect and sanctified through the truth (vs. 19). 


Unity in following Christ appears to be essential to being sanc- 
tified and made perfect in Christ. In John 17:21, the Lord prays 


* that those who believe on the words of the Apostles and Prophets 


may be one as Christ and the Father are one. In order to be one as 
servants of the Lord we need to do the following: 
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“Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the labourers are few; Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth labourers into his 
harvest.” Matthew 9:37-38

1. Be in complete agreement on your vision and goals for 
your proselyting area. Agreement comes through sitting in 
council together and listening for the direction of the Spirit. 
The Lord will always reveal the same thing to each member 
of the companionship. If there is disagreement one or both 
of you is wrong and you need to humble yourselves and 
work together to know and understand the Lord’s will. 


2. All contention should be eliminated from your relation- 
ship with your companion. In Mosiah 18:21 the Lord says 
through Alma, “And he commanded them that there should 
be no contention one with another, but they should look 
forward with one eye, having ... their hearts knit together in 
unity and in love one towards another.” |In 3 Nephi 11:29- 
30 the Lord Himself says, “For verily, verily | say unto you, 
he that hath the spirit of contention is not of me, but is of 
the devil, who is the father of contention, and he stirreth up 
the hearts of men to contend with anger, one with another. 
Behold, this is not my doctrine, to stir up the hearts of men 
with anger, one against another; but this is my doctrine, 
that such things should be done away.” 


3. Eliminate confusion in all your doings as a compan- 
ionship. In the Doctrine and Covenants 132:8 the Lord 
says, “Behold, mine house is a house of order, saith the 
Lord God, and not a house of confusion.” Again in James 
3:16-18 the Lord tells us through His Apostle that where 
there is envying and strife there is confusion and the fruit of 
righteousness is peace. Study these verses carefully. 


Elders and Sisters, move forward in unity. The Lord will 
bless you as you work together. Talk to each other in a Spirit of 
love and humility. This is the Lord’s work and He will support 
you in all your righteous efforts. God Bless you.
